CHRISTMAS HORROR. 

Orer Forty Person. Lose Their Lives In An 
Oharore Town In OraiDn. 

Kt a math Kails. Ore.. Dec. 31.— 
News has just reached here that a hol- 
ocaust occurred at Silver Lake. Lake 
county. Ore., on Christinas eve. in 
which fortv-one persons were burned 
to death and sixteen badly injured, 
five of whom may die. 

A large crowd assembled in (hrist- 
an Brother*' hall to attend a Christ- 
as tree festival.

By this time the contusion was so 
great that people began scrambling in 
a wild endeavor to reach the door. 
Women and children were trampled 
under foot, and as there was only one 
exit to the hall, and the fire beinp be- 
tween the majority of the crowd and 
the door many rushed headlong into 
the flames. 

The building, a two-story frame 
structure, contained Christman Bros." 
store. In the first floor was the hall, 
which was rented for gatherings of all 
kinds. 

The town is seventy-five miles from 
a telegraph office, and the news was 
brought here by stage from Silver 
Lake.

WA*m.xciTO!t, Dec. 31.— As the courts 
have been invoked to Issue an Injunc- 
tion apainst the collection of the in- 
come tax. it is likely that those Inter- 
ested in the section of the tariff bill 
which provided for the free ontry of 
alcohol used in the arts, will also seek 
this means of compelling the treasury 
department to carry ont this section. 
The law which passed last session pro- 
vides that the treasury department 
shall make regulations U> allow alcohol 
to be tree of tax under certain condi- 
tions, when used for certain purposes. 
The secretary of the treasury has given 
many bearing* on this subject, but has 
not formulated any regulations. 

The treasury officials claim that as 
soon as appropriation is made to en- 
force the law they will try to do so. 
The commissioner "of internal 
has found the nut a hard 
crack, because the law provides that 
the alcohol shall be exempt from tax 
whan used by any manufacturer in the 
arts or in any medicinal or other like 
compounds, and he claims this will 
open the way to manv violationsof the 
law. 

There are congressman, however, 
who think the regulations could be so 
framed as to prevent this, and an ef- 
fort will be made this session, led by 
Senator Hoar, who ha. I the paragraph 
inserted in the tariff bill, to pass an 
appropriation to carry out the law. If 
this fails, the manufacturers interested 
will appeal to the courts to get the 
treasury department toenforce the lam- 
as it stands. 

The new minister from Austria-Hun- 
gary. M de Hengelmullcr. has arrived 
here and is at the Arlington.
